A Plain Ca« of CrookediMu. 


Just now the town of Sullivan, tbe 


county acat of Moultrio county, contain 
ing about inOO goals, is stirred from ceo 
tre to circumference by one of the boldest 
and cheekiest bank robberies ever com 
milled in Central Illinois. On Tuesday 
night lost X. B. Trower, tbe HullivijD 
banker, disappeared, leaving his deposi- 
tors about $30,000 short. 


Tho particular*, na related lo our re- 


porter by a gentleman In tbe city to-day 
from Sullivan, who is conversant with the 
main points connected with the robbery, 
are about as follows: 


X. B. Trower, tho defaulter, is a man in 


the prime of life, red-haired and spare 
made, and was credited with being an 
honest and perfectly responsible man.— 
lie is a member of tbe well-known and 
wealthy family of Coles county, and came 
to Sullivan from Charleston several years 
ago and engaged in tbe banking business. 
From the flrst he commanded tbo respect 
and confidence of tho citizens of that 
village aud the fanning community of the 
county. Scarcely any one had the »li(?bt- 
CRt suspicion that he was in the leant 
"shaky." 
To all outward appearances 


everything went along xmooihly until 
Wednesday, ;April l)th, when tho cashier, 
Billy I'cckum, who had been in Trower's 
employ since the bank was opened, bear 
iiiK that .ill wai not right, and;that a steal 
wiis K<>inf! on Unit he ditl not cure to be u 
[inrty to, rcHigucd liis position and left the 
lunik. This action on the part of I'eckum 
caused much talk, but it wag gc.nc.ruUy 
supposed Unit he left because Trower wus 
in with the licfuse crowd, nnd he (I'eck- 
um) wait an active worker in the prohibi 
tion e.iiiw, und so the mutter WIIB piiased 
iver. 
On the Butimliiy following the 


:i'cu9urc.r of Moultric, counly, us ho now 
»«y«, feeling a little uneasy, drew out of 
1'ioncr's bunk $5,000, leaving still on de- 
posit ubout fltOO. And still Trower was 
pointed out IIR one of the "soli J men" of 
the town; u man who kti8w the value of a 
dollar, anil the proper person lobe elected 
niijor of HID pokey town of Nullivun.— 
1'bc licfinao men railllcd to his support, 
mil notwitliHtundin^ booming tempcraucc 
Heelings were held in the villiigc night 
ifter night, prvvioua to the election day, 
Trower was elected mayor, defeating Mr. 
McDumilil, the temperance candidate, by 
15 votes. Hut tbc victorious purly didn't 
rejoice to any considerable extent on 
Wednesday morning. Between 11 and 12 
o'clock Tuesday ni^ht Trower skipped out 
for parts unknown, taking with him his 
wife, and what worried the people most, 
about $50,000 that had been placed ou 
.leposit in the hunk. It teems that the 
defaulting banker had previously arrang- 
ed for thu (light, as a special truin on the 
Decatur, Malloon and Sullivan road back- 
id down from Malloon to Sullivan, and at 
about the hour above stated pulled out 
for the cast, taking iTrowcr and his wife 
and a largo amount of money. 


No one knew of th« robbery and flight 


until Wednesday morning last, and when 
the fclarlUng facts became 
generally 


mown everybody was taken ctniplctcly 
by surprise. Efforts were !mmcdiuiely 
taken to overtake the fugitive, but up to 
this morning, when our informant left 
iullivnn, the officials there had no infor- 
mation of his whereabouts. A trusty 
nun has been scut after Trower, and it is ' 
confidently expected that he will be ap- 
prehended and brongut back to Sullivan 
dooncror later. If this is accomplished 
it is eipcctcd that tho full amount niins 
ng will be saved lo tho depositors by 
efl'ccting a compromise with the Trower 
fnmily whose possessions in real and per- { 


mitl property is said to foot up $190,000.

The bank is represented as 
always having done a good business, and 
many merchants and farmers lose heavjly.

Hont it away a few thousand at a time, 
ilow much ho took with him on tlie nii;li I 
nf his Might is not known.
